SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW DESCRIBING THE GENERAL NATURE OF WHAT WAS DISCUSSED: 

7776 examiner agreed with applicant's arguments that the first Ni layer ofHuhn (paragraph [0030]) provides a specific function tied 
to the Ni-Sn layer and therefore the thickness value range of the Ni layer would not be considered necessarily transferable to a 
single Ni layer. The examiner discussed that an updated search and a review of all the art of record appears to confirm that single 
barrier layers of Ni are intentionally kept thin as discussed in the paragraph spanning pages 4-5 of the specification. The examiner 
indicated that since the prior art does not disclose or make obvious a single Ni layer greater than 4 microns having the claimed 
overlay composition and claimed bearing structure, claims 1-8 would be allowable. Penvission was given to cancel non-elected 
method claims 1 1-12 by examiner's amendment.
